le»ily In the Klondike. 


Much has been written of the won- 


ders of the Klondike gold fields, a cor- 
respondent 
writes, 
but 
practically 


nothing has been said ot the almost 
phenomenal honesty of the 
miners. 


What amared me most during my first 
few days in D.iwson City was the reck- 
less way in which miners left thou- 
sands of pounds' worth ot gold expos- 
ed in empty cabins and tents, ?s if in- 


> iting the first comer to help himself. 
There were millions lying about with- 
out any one looking after them, and 
so far as one could see, they belonged 
to nobody. 
I explored many ot these 


cabins during their owners' absence, 
and in the very first cabin I entered I 
saw a dirty, tattered blanket careless- 
ly thrown over two mackerel kits. I 
lifted the blanket and found that the 
kits were almost full to the brim with

which he had sewn up. 1 lifted the un- 
canny "safe," and found that it weigh- 
ed a" good 100 pounds, every ounce of 
which was virgin gold, and the least 
value I could place on these dirty over- 
alls was £5,000. 
There were five-gal- 


lon oil cans full of 
gold carelessly 


pushed under the miners' bulks, every 
one of which held a fortune, for which 
most men strove a lifetime. 
Out on 


Eldorado creek there is a settlement 
of miners who have no fewer than 14 
rich claims, and are washing out goU 
at the rate of many 
thousands of 


pounds a week. Their strong room is 
a common galvanized washing tub, and 
when 1 was there it was three-qnar 
ters full of gold, and much too heavy 
for two strong men to lift. 
Had 


beep inclined I might have pinche( 
thousands of pounds' worth. Gol( 
abounded on every side which seemc 
to belong to nobody. Even if a mine 
leaves his cabin for a week or more h 
simply leaves a notice to this effec 
attached to the walls. He never think 
of putting a giu.td over his pile. 
0 


course there have been attempts a 
theft, but the perpetrators have been 
invariably detected. 
In one recent 


case the thief managed to carry his 
booty a distance of ten miles, when 
cold'and exhaustion compelled him to 
Lake shelter at the cabin of one of the 
miners. Mis host's 
suspicion 
was 


aroused by the man's conduct and by 
the bags of gold, for which he could 
not satisfactorily account. The miner 
detained hia guest, communicated with 
some of his fellows; and fifteen of them 
assembled in the hut, and sat in judg- 
ment on the thief. He was found guil- 
ty, and half a dozen bullets put a sud- 
den end to his 
career. 
Such cases, 


however, are very rare, and it speaks 
volumes for the honesty ot the 40,000 
men who are now gathered in Dawson 
City, and they can see hundreds of 
thousands of pounds' worth of gold 
lying about, without even thinking of 
laying hands on it.

shops have many curious and pleasing 
"works of native and Spanish manufac- 
ture, but these are far outnumbered 
by tue importations from the United 
States, France and England. 
Several 


of the stores have clerks who can speak 
fairly intelligent English, and these are 
drawb/g an immense revenue from the 
trade of the soldiers and sailors. There 
are not so many saloons and rum shops 
as I expected to see, especially where 
wine, gin and rum are as cheap as 
they are here. Excellent claret, port 
and white wines can be had at fifteen 
cents a quart, and other liquors are 
proportionately cheap. The meet no- 
ticeable thing in the shop line are the 
drug stores. There are dozens of them 
and they are one and all neat and 
clean, well lighted and with an up-to- 
date stock and well-groomed clerks. 
A number of the druggists are gradu- 
ates of colleges in the states and have 
brought back with them many of the 
modern crinkles of business advertis- 
ing. I made some small purchases in 
one and was given a souvenir fan, 
stamped with the store's address. The 
same spirit of progress 
is 
; rapidly 


spreading into all classes of business. 
Among the smaller merchants, how- 
ever, no innovations have taken pla^e. 
The milkman brings his string ot cows 
to your door and milks them into your 
bucket or jag; the bread is carried 
about the streets on pannier mules, 
and wood is bundled up, piled on a 
mule's back and sold at so much per 
load. 


The few hotels of the town are miser- 


able, and the first enterprising Amer- 
ican who starts a restaurant here will 
not only earn the thanks ot all Amer- 
ican residents, but he has a fortune 
awaiting him. The best caravansary Is 
the Hotel Francaise. where a table 
d'hote costs one dollar and a quarter, 
and Is hardly fit to eat when served. 
Tet this restaurant is thronged day and 
night with officers and civilians, who 
have learned by bitter experience that 
this is the best to be had. Boarding 
bouses are an unknown quantity and 
it is impossible to teach the natlvoa the 
meaning of the word hospitality, even 
though you are willing to pay liberally 
for the accommodation you se«k.

There Is no doubt that stewed fruit

There are. howerer. many 
persons who cannot eat it, either on 
account of the acidity of the fruit or of 
the large quantity of sugar required to 
make it palatable.

ct the acidity ot the fruit, it simply
